Today, the dairy has ceased 
operating, but the shop is still open for patrons interested in 
buying dairy products. 

Hiking through tunnels: A series of tunnels in the mountains 
of western Canada, near Hope, British Columbia, was once used 
by the railroad. Built in the early 1900s by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, making the Kettle Valley Railroad included blasting out 
rock to make five tunnels. While the tunnels are no longer used 
for trains, hikers and bicyclists love to use the decommissioned 
tunnel system to enjoy the natural mountain environment. The 
tunnels have appeared in a couple of famous American movies: 
Rambo: First Blood and Far from Home: The Adventures of 
Yellow Dog.
